The Library Committee shall assist the 
Archivist/Librarian with his/her duties and shall advise the 
Executive Committee concerning the accomplishment of the 
purposes of their committee. 


j- The Cemetery Maintenance Committee shall be responsible 
for maintaining or causing to be maintained Morrison 
Cemetery and others within the Central West Virginia area as 
selected by the Executive Committee or for which funds for 
the purpose are donated by the general membership.

One of the problems we run into is deciphering early penmanship. This is particulary tue when using the 
census.

But, itis possible to come to some general conclusions. The following examples are based on a study of the 
1800 New York Census. These are not absolutes but guidelines to help make your census research more 


productive.

In May of 1863 Union General “Fighting” Joe Hooker managed to surround Lee's 
forces in the vicinity of Fredricksburg, VA and planned to attack from the rear. 
Lee left a small force ‘in place as a diversion and ordered Jackson with.30,000 men 
down a small country road across the entire Union front at Chancellorsville. 


Small bands of skirmishes and cavalry attacks: from J.E.B. Stuart disguised 
Jackson's movements to the west and around Hookers right flank. 


Two hours before dusk, Jackson's men struck the exposed flank while Hookers 
men made camp and were totally unprepared. Unable to organize any opposition the 
Union forces fell back in a frantic retreat. 


Sizing up an opportunity for a rare night attack, Jackson and some twenty. men 
rode out beyond their lines, unknown to elements of General W. Dorsey Pender's 
North Carolina brigade. After inspecting the front, Jackson was chased back to his 
lines by Union soldiers. As he and his men rode back through the woods, the North 
Carolina soldiers mistook them for a Union Calvary attack and fired upon them. 
Jackson received three shots from the volley at the:same instant. One penetrated 
the palm of his right hand. The second passed through his left hand.° The third 
stuck the left arm halfway from his shoulder to his elbow, shattering the artery. 
Frightened by the gun fire, Jackson's horse bolted through the thick brush causing 
Jackson's forehead to. strike a limb resulting in another wound. 


General Ambrose Powell Hill and Captain Richard Eggleston Wilbourne were the 
-first to rush to Jackson's aid. Soon after, Captain Benjamin Watkins Leigh and 
“Lieutenant James Power Smith arrived. 


Smith cut Jackson's coat sleeve from wrist. to shoulder and bound the arm with 
his handkerchief to stop. the bleeding. Leigh went to get a litter and to find 
General Pender. 


Shortly after this point, Lieutenant Joseph Graham Morrison rode up to press 
the moving of the General, due to Federal soldiers being in close proximity which 
could result in their capture. Be 


As they stood Jackson up and walked just:a few steps, artillery from the 
Federals opened up. After Jackson was placed on the: litter, the group began to 
move. the general toward the road. With the artillery increasing now, ‘one man 
carrying the litter took a round and fell but ‘the litter was caught by Leigh. "Due 
to heavy artillery fire at the road, they al? ran for cover except Smith who 
stayed with the General. As the artillery ceased, Lieutenants Smith and Morrison 
helped the General to his feet and supported him as they. walked him off the road, 
now crowded with men, and into the woods. This is where General Pender approached 
the wounded Jackson and said "Ah General I am sorry you have been wounded. The 
lines here are so much broken that I fear we will have to fall. back." 


On this May 2nd, 1863, Jackson greatly exhausted and fainting raised his head 
with fire in his eyes and said, “You must hold your ground, General Pender! 
You must hold your ground, sir!” : 


Jackson was taken then to an ambulance and onto the field hospital near 
Dowdell's Tavern. Jackson's arm was amputated near the shoulder and a ball. taken

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A PATRIARCHAL GATHERING 
REUNION OF THE FAMILY OF GEORGE SMITH, ESE. 
Weston Democrat, Saturday, #21 Jul 18775 
submitted by DaCosta Smith 
- & Few Items of Local History - It was the fortune of the 
writer, on Saturday afternoon last [presumably July 1d, 
1877), in company with Squire Woofter, to witness one of the 
most notable and pleasant gatherings known to our cauntry -~ 
the assemblage of the children, grandchildren, great— 
grandchildren, and other relatives of George Smith, Esq-, of 
Smith?s Fun, in this county. The occasion was the old 
gentieman’s Vth lirthday, and heaven itself, as well as the 
happy faces of relatives, seemed to smile upon the mily 
reunion We can’t say how many were present? to count them 
would have keen impossible. A long table, capable of 
seating about S@ persons, had been set out in the orchard, 
and at the appointed hour, "Lricle George" and his estimahle 
wife led off the procession, and taking their seats at the 
head af the table, were followed by other members af the 
family, according to age. The scene reminded us of the 
Spiritual illustration of the old Patriarchs gathering to 
them all their household, and thanking God for his favors. 
The dinner was a triumph of culinary skill, and we here aver 
that ro hetter cooks can he found than those wha officiated 
on that.occasion. 

After dinner, we wandered off into a quiet corner with 
Mr. Smith and learned many incidents of interest in relation 
to the early history of our county. Mark Smith, the father 
of "Lincle George," was a soldier in the Revolutionary Army 
and hac the honor of heing one of the mumber who served in 
the campaign under Washington, which ended in the surrender 
of Cornwallis at Yorktown, and the complete establishment of 
American independence. After the war, he settled in what is 
now Pendleton County, on the waters of one of the forks of 
the Sauth Branch of the Petomac. In the year 184, when the 
tide of emigration hegan to reach westward, Mark Smith moved 
with his family to Harrison (row Lewis) County, bringing 
with him his wife, seven sons and one daughter. The names 
of the children will be familiar to all of our older 
citizens: They were Jacoh, Elizabeth ¢who married John 
Peterson, Esq.), John, Henry, Peter, Martin, George and 
Abram. Pe ‘ G@mith was one of our representatives in the 
War of 1842, which struggle is well remembered hy George 
Smith, who is now the only surviving one of the number who 
came west. 

Mark Smith, on arriving in this county, located at 
first near where Jackson’s Mills now are, but only remained 
there one winter. In 1805, after an examination of the 
lands on Smith’s Fun ¢€then called Schoolcraft’s Fund, he 
determined to purchase land there, which he did, and in the 
fall af that year, he built the house now occupied by Edgar 
Wilson Smith, Esq. Subsequently, as the "hoys" hegan to 
grow up, he added to his possessions, until he and his 
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family owned nearly all the lands in that Vacinity. In 
1805, there was but one house ketween Mr. Smith's clearing 
and the Flesher lands opposite Weston. Gur town was then 
not dreamed of, and its location was then a thriftless piece 
of swampy ground. Foads were things hoped for but not Seer, 
and Mr. Smith had to cut a way with axes through the woods 
to the place he had fixed upon for his dwelling.

Amanda, 
Ruhama, Calvin We, Elvira, Hanson H., Harriet K., Samuel Ra, 
Weeden S-, Adeline Le and Edwin Les of this mumber ten are 
living, all ef whom have children, and several of them have 
grandchildren. How many times "Uncle George” is a 
grandfather and great-grandfather is a harder sum in 
addition than we care about attempting, ancd all of them who 
are able to come annually pay the tribute of respect and 
veneration to the head of their family. He enjoys these 
gatherings, naturally enough, and regards them as the 
hrightest moments of his life. He toiled hard from his 
hoyhood, and now in his old age is free from dekt, is 
Possessed of a large property accumulated by honest labor, 
and has around him a family who number among the best and 
most respected citizens of our county.

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SOME NOTES ON THE SQUTH BRANCH 
submitted by Lena Byers 


After the settlement af Jamestown in 1607, another 
century passed fore Virginia west of the Blue Ridge could 
boast of one white settler. 

Ca Ca Pon ver, as it was called by the Incians, 
meaning “healing waters," meandered through an unbroken 
forest, amtouched by axe or saw. The forest extended from 
the Blue FBidge to the Mississippi Fiver, unseen and almost 
weknowy ta all ¢white men> except a few Spanish or French 


settlers had ¢ ed he 
ad been formed east af 
first settler in what is now West 
Virginia, had located in L727 near the present site of 
Martinghurg therm in Spotsylvania County south of the 
Shenandoah § ry which was then called Euphrates hy the 
white settlers. This was the first penetration hy settlers 
west af the Blue Ridge- 


range County was formed from Spotsylvania in avid 
Lie 19 that part of Urange County west of the Blue Fidge 


was formed into two counties, Augusta and Frederick. In 
T7535 Hampshire Caunty was formed from e western part of 
Frederick Caunty; and, in 47 Hardy County Cnamed for 
Bamuel Hardy, a statesman of the old Dominion?) was farmed 
from Hampshire, which explains why some of the old Oldaker 
deeds and records are found, some in Fomney of Hampshire and 
some in Moorefield of Hardy County. And these lands lying 
within the borders of the Fairfax Proprietary explains the 
grants coming through the Fairfax land offices and the 
surveys heing made hy George Washington. 

In 1736 upon hearing glowing accounts of the territory 
in Capon and South Branch ¢Potomac> Valleys from the Howard, 
Cokurn, Walker, anc Futledge families who had settled in 
1727 to i735, perhaps mear the present site of and south of 
Romney, Lord Fairfax ordered a survey af his boundaries and 
soon hegan to issue -year leases at the rate of a 
1@® acres or sell the land outright for 33 cents per acre. 
In 1747-50, George Washington surveyed over 200 tracts of 
land in what is now Hampshire, Hardy, Grant and Mineral 
counties - then all included in the Proprietary. 

Much ef the land in Capon Valley was laid off at this 
time to suit purchasers. These farms sold rapidly and 
within a period of 4@ years the population of Hardy County 
was over 2, @0@. 

Many early settlers had taken up lands and bailt their 
homes upon them kefore the lands had been surveyed. They 
did not know and perhaps dic not care to whom the land 
belonged and fad paid nothing for it- Some refused to pay 
any form of rent, as it is related how one Schult keing 
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solicited for quit rents by Mr. Marshall reached for the old 
musket he hac used at the storming of Quebec and told the 
collector "now you git out 0’ here in double quick": and, 
the collector stepped lively too. At the home of William 
Ball, he fared no better for Old Man Ball grasped his sword 
and flashed it around his head several times, then informed 
the collector that General Meryan had seen him use that 
sword, but "T'1] use it now when he don’t see it, if you 
come fooling around here." 

The earliest definite date on the subject af Capon 
Valley isi "George Washington surveyed Land in this valley 
for William Warden in 1745." 


In the early days of settlement in Capon Valley, a 
certain Hughs family took wea large tract of land a mile or 
so north of where the town of Wardensville now stands. The 
will of Susan Hughs proved in 1791 at Moorefield of Hardy 
County names her children as William, James, Hugh, Jonathan, 
Evan CP), Mary, and Hannah. Her hushaand, deceased hefore 
Hardy County was formed and name not given, was doubtless 
one of the very first settlers in Capon Valley. They were 
neighhors to Henry Oldaker whose lands were contiguous to 
Hughs and south of them on Capon River. It may he that the 
families were related. John Hughes erected a grist mill on 
Hugh? Crow Moore's) Fun, a mile’or more from where it 
emptied into Capon River. That location would place the 
mill on what is now known as the Moore place and owend hy J. 
Ve Warden. The grist mill, hand-made, consisted of a log 
structure, set of hand-made burr stones hooked to a 
waterwheel, a few bins and wooden spouts, a buckskin sifter 
made from buckskin with holes burned in it with a red-hot 
wire. These and a few more gadgets were all of the 
machinery this mill could boast of. It was a crude affair 
with wooden spouts to carry the grain from a bin to the 
grinding stones. One of these spouts was located on the 
outside of the building for some unknown reason. On one 
occasion, with the mill in full operation, it failed to 
Produce any meal ar flours; and, after a through inspection, 
the trouble was discovered. Some woodpeckers had perched on 
this spout and hearing the grain trickle down inside, 
thought it was bugs or beetles. The hirds had pecked a hole 
in the spout and were eating the grain as it came down past. 
It is said that Mr. Hughs would fight at the mere mention of 
this episode; and, we wonder if it were not one of those 
Qldaker boys who first related or concocted the story and 
frovoked the worthy miller to wrath. 
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It is noted that Heinrich Frye was born in Germany in 
and Joseph Pllgh in L7E5.

& short time ago, Jotn Hird Esq., an ald and respected 
citizen af the county, died at his residence in Batelle 
Township. He had many years ago, come ta this county from 
Highland County, Va-~, where he was carnmnected with the most 
wealthy and influential families ~- his brother having served 
several times represented that county in the Legislature at 
Fi chmoricdt. He purchased a farm and soon endeared himself to 
his neighbors ky his kindly and Christian virtues ~- being a 
consistent member of the Preshyterian church. He was 
appointed postmaster which position he held until his health 
compelled him to resign. 

After his death his family informed his friends in Va. 
of the sad occurence, and the Rev. Mr. Pullins under whose 
administration Mr. Bird was converted, as a matter of 
friendship to the deceased, came from Highland to preach his 
funeral sermon. The news was sent through the neighkhorhood, 
and at the appointed time two or three hundred people had 
gathered together at Heading Chapel to listen to the sermon. 

Mr. Pullins arrived but found the church doors closed, 
and was informed by two of the trustees (Eoth loyal) that 
they conld not allow their church to ke desecrated hy having 
the funeral rites or solemnities of a rebel preached in 
their pulpit, and refused to allow him to perform the last 
service of his dead friend, which he had traveled so far to 
do. The people were therefore dismissed until the next 
Sabbath, when they again met with no other covering save 
that provided by the good Father of all his creatures —- the 
flue sky, and here they listened to the words of wisdom as 
they fell from the lips that were long since touched with 
fire from off the alter, and as the minister became lost in 
the friend, and he dwelt in beautiful language on the 
virtues of the deceased, tut few eyes were dry and few 
hearts untouched. 

We did not intend to call particular attention to the 
two trustees who refitsed under the circumstances we have 
stated, the use of their church for the funeral service of 
their neighbor, hut we do think it necessary» Wher men 
pretending to he followers of the meek and lowly Jesus, who 
profess to love their neighbors as themselves, so totally 
disregard the teachings of Him whom thy worship as to allow 
their political feeling to interfere with their Christian 
duty, we think for the sake of religion, for the sake of 
humanity, and for sweet charity’s sake, it should be passed 
hy as quickly as possible.

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THE BRAKE INDIAN MASSACRE AND THE FIRST MRS. BRAKE 
ky David Armstrong 


Among the many pioneer families well known in the early 
horder history of West Virginia is the family named Brake, 
whase loits in Fevolutionary history have made them 
ne interested in the study of the pericd, 
anid who thousands of descendants throughout the 
nation @ ld. Perhaps it is this same notoriety, 
however, that has caused some error anc confusion to creep 
into the written histary af the Hrake family, and it is 
hoped that the following material will help sort aut these 
errors and conf on, and give us a clearer picture af the 
history of our Brake antecedents. What follows will attempt 
to deal specifically with the marri nat Indian 
difficulties of Jacoh Brake (ca 17 My) af the South

The traditional history of Seuth Branch Jacob is 
approximately as follows: Jacoh Brake was twice married. 
His first wife was a Miss Nyeswanan, and she had by him six 
children, and was then killed by Indians on the South Branch 
at her residence. Some sources have attempted to connect 
the killing of Mrs. Brake with the Battle of the Trough in 
17846 or 1785, both cates appearing depending on which source 
one loaks at. This is the traditional accout. It has 
lately heen asserted that the first Mrs. Hrake was an 
Indian, but this troublesome specter of genealogical erratum 
has arisen so recently that it is not part of the 
traditional narrative and will be dealt with separately at 
the end of th article. 

The identity of the first Mrs. Brake, the number of her 
children, and her death at the hands of Mative Americans is 
given in a letter written by Laura Jackson Arrald of 
Beverly, West Virginia, to George Jackson in 1567, and 
published by David Edwards-1 Mrs. Arnold had apparently 
keen visiting the Buckhannon River area doing research on 
her family history and had encountered S@-year-old Abram We 
Brake, som of Jacolh “the captive." It was from him that she 
acquired the ahboave information. An examination of the 
documentation, however, will show us that Mr. Brake’s memory 
was somewhat confused and that the first wife of Jacob Brake 
of the South Branch was, in fact, Elizabeth Cooper of 
Frederick County, Virginia. 

That Mr. Brake’s memory was not perfect has been

Van Meter, McNeill, and 
Heath" made no mention of a Brake being involved in the 
trough hattle, and Kercheval made no connection ta the 
trough battle when dealing with the killing of "John HBrake’s 
wife" as shown above» But it is in Fercheval’s continuation 
of the narrative that we find a key piece of historical 
errayr.

immediately some troukling questions arise. Tf Jacokh Krak 
"the captive" was literate enough to keep a journal, why did 
he sign le documents with a mark, suggesting 
illiteracy’ Tt has been shown that his father alsa signed 
with a mark, so it appears that his family were also 
uniettered. If he dictated the journal to someone, why do 
vone of the early historians who deal with Brake history, 
such as Cuty ht, McWhorter, Cunningham, or Cowger, make any 
mention .of it Curmingham in fact mentions stories told by 
Jacok "the captive" but implies that these were told orally. 
And even if he made mention of an Indian mother, it is well 
known aad cocumented that captive white children were 
adopted into Indian families; and, he may well have meant 
that his acoptive mother was an Indian,22 as the evidence 
above should prove who his kiolegical mother actually was. 

Finally, the most troublesome aspect of the credibility 
of a journal of captive Jacob is the owner's flat refusal to 
allow anyone to even LOOK AT the journal, let alone copy it.

This is 
utable rule af evidence. In light of it, this 
will NOY accept ANYTHING that reputes to ke from 
cap va Jacoh'’s journal as valid historical evidence until 
such time that the said journal can be viewed and copied for 
the use of all concerned. And a xerox would not do. A look 
at the oa nal or a good photographic analysis of it woulda 
eeded before it could be properly evaluated and take its 
amorey cur wits historical documents. 
We, as genealogists and historians, would da well to 
sit back anc take a good look, a fresh look, at everything 
we accept as fact. We should ask ourselves what suporting 
evidence s and whether said evidence supports the 
traditional account. Tt is hoped that this article will 
hely clarify some discrepancies in the history of one 
family, and it is in the spirit of cooperation that it is 
offered for serutiny and discussion. The research is 
continuing.

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WHERE WAS JACOB BRAKE IN 1756? 
WHO WERE HIS WIVES ? 
WHERE DID HE DIE ? 


It is both fascinating and exciting to entertain the notion that one might have a Native 
American heritage. Entertaining the idea is one thing, proving it is yet another. 


In the summer issue 1989 of the "Hacker’s Creek Journal", Ed Schoolcraft wrote an article 
about his Schoolcraft family. The article tells of a relationship between the Schoolcrafts 
and the Brakes. The basis of this evidence came from a journal that was supposed to be in 
the possession of Janet Cosgrove. Janet claims the journal had been written by Jacob 
Brake(b. abt 1749/50/51), known to Brake researchers as Jacob, "the captive”. He received 
this title because of the years he spent in captivity during late childhood and early 
manhood. Ed, in his article, states that he has no factual evidence to back up his 
statements and cites a conversation he had with Janet. In this conversation Janet gave Ed 
the following information: 


1. "Jacob Brake Jr’s mother was Miss Nyeswanan, she was an Indian woman and 
she was the daughter of an Indian chief." 


2." John Schoolcraft’s wife was Miotoka Nyeswanan, and that Jacob Brake Jr’s 
mother and John Schoolcraft’s wife were sisters.” 


3." All of John Schoolcraft’s troubles were connected with his Indian wife. " 


4. "Sometime after Jacob Brake Jr’s mother was killed by the Indians in 1758 her 
grave was exhumed at which time several artifacts, such as beadwork, pottery and 
silver ornaments were removed and retained by her descendants.” 


5. "Janet also told me the reason Jacob Brake Jr’s mother was referred to as 
"Miss Nyeswanan". Evidently it was an established custom in Indian families that 
the oldest daughter in the family would be the first to marry, followed by the next 
oldest daughter, etc. Apparently Jacob Brake Jr’s mother had broken with that 
tradition and married Jacob Brake Sr. before her older sister, Miotoka, had married 
John Schoolcraft. The use of "Miss Nyeswanan" was the Indian way of signifying 
that fact.”

Ed was not permitted to see the said journal. To my knowledge, no one has seen the 
journal, although there have been many requests by other researchers, including me. 


Early in the spring of 1990, I wrote to Janet and asked if she would photograph the journal 
for me. Her answer was "no", as she planned to print it in its entirety in the " Hacker’s 
Creek Journal." In a second letter to Janet, 21 April 1990, I asked these questions and

received the following answers: 
1, What is its (the journal’s) physical condition? 
answer:" Very poor, it’s one of these small books feed companies gave as free 
gifts to farmers." 
note: We have just confirmed grist mills were still thriving in Lewis County 
during this period (1820-31). It is doubtful their owners gave away paper 
booklets. 


2. Will you photograph it for the Journal? 
answer: "No, he wrote with pencil and it doesn’t copy good. Jacob could 
barely write so it’s very hard to interpret what he means. I believe 
this is why Cutright gave up on it, it’s very hard to miake out." 
note: Recent inquiry reveals pencils were an expensive, precious commodity and 
were not readily available in this country until after the Civil War. 


Jacob died in 1831...in 1825, he and his wife deeded property to the 
Baptist Church in Buckhannon, WV, (Lews Co, Deed Bk: C p:204, 
recorded April 1825). Jacob and Mary doth signed with their mark! 


3. Was there any clue as to the first name of Jacob’s mother? 
answer. " Which one? Naddie was killed by Indians and spoke of often. 
Kaddie was also mentioned." 


4. How do you validate that Jacob was its author? 
answer." He wrote his name and was very accurate in his dates, names, 
places, etc. Cutright had it when he wrote his History of Upshur 
County and could have used it, but only used parts of it.” 


5. Who is the Mrs. Nixon of Heavner Grove who gave you the journal and is she still 
living? 
answer. "She died in 1972. She also gave me the Pringle Bible and Pringle 
pot. She had collected all her life, but never was able to write a 
book, she knew I was looking for Pringle info and called me. 
When she saw how interested I was, she gave mea trunk full of 
Upshur County info." 


Excited, and before coming to these most recent realizations, I copied and sent the above 
information to David Edwards , author of The Brake Family, A Tradition A Contribution 
and A Legacy, David was the historian for the newly formed Brake Association and was 
writing articles for their newsletter. Because he was not of the WV branch of the Brake 
family and because I was his only source for this information, he cited me as co-author of 
the story that can be found in the Vol.2- No.3 issue of "The Brake Bugle". 


In the meantime, Harriet and Jack Piper had been searching the records of Virginia, West 
Virginia and Ohio. They have spent considerable time documenting the whereabouts of 
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Jacob Brake, his movements, his wivesand the massacre on the South Fork of the South 
Branch of the Potomac, which has been reported, took the life of Mrs. Brake in 1756. 
They have shared that information with me. From their documented evidence there is a 
strong indication Jacob Brake did not live on the South Fork prior to spring of 1763. There 
is documented evidence Jacob Brake was living on Cedar Creek, Frederick County, as 
early as the late 1740s/ early 50s through May 1762. The Pipers findings are:

2. The White survey was the on/ysurvey which mentioned Brakes’ adjacency. This was not 
sufficient enough information for the Pipers to pin point the exact location of the Brake 
property. However, they feel they were within a one mile radius of his land. They note that 
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within a 4 to 5 mile radius, there are very few tillable mountain meadows. The White survey 
and the surveys of a series of other adjacent properties are located approximately 1/2 mile 
NE of the present village of Mountain Falls, east of Rt. #608, or about one mile north of 
the lowest dip of the southward bend of Cedar Creek. 


3. There is evidence that Jacob Brake and wife were still in Frederick Co. when Jacob 
Cooper executed his will on 07 Aug. 1758, (Frederick Co, VAWill Bk: 2 p:318-320, stating 
his heirs as son, Jacob Cooper and daus., Maglen and Elesebth. Filed: 06 Sept.1758, by 
Magdalena NISEWANGER and Elizabeth BRAKE. Jacob made his mark in the presence 
of James Moore, Martin Grider, and Leonard Kiffer(Jacob Cooper’s brother). 


The will was administered in 1762 by Elizabeth and her sister. Cooper property 
sold,(Frederick Co. VA Deed Bk: 8, 1762-63 p.335, 06 Sep . 1762..ordered recorded 03 
May 1763). 


a. The will, dated, 06 Sept. 1758, is the first reference found that Elizabeth Cooper 
was married to a Brake. 


b. Jacob Breake made purchases at the Cooper estate sale, (Frederick Co, Will Bk:2, 
pg 385-386, returned 01 April 1760). This record shows an entry of a 40L debt 
to Jacob Breake "to a plantation". 


c. Cooper Lease, (Frederick Deed Bk:8, pg 335-336, 06 Sept. 1762) Indenture 
between Jacob Brake and Elizabeth Brake, his wife and John Nisawanger and 
Magdaline, his wife and release, 07 Sep. 1762 are the earliest records, 
documenting Elizabeth as the wife of Jacob Brake. Jacob signed with his mark. 

note; The most concrete evidence that confirms Frederick Co. Jacob 
Brake, and Hardy Co. Jacob Brake are one and the same is that 

they both signed with a block IB. For comparison, the two best preserved, 
clearest, IB marks are on the Frederick Co. Disponet estate, 03 Apr. 1758, 
and the Hampshire Co. House estate, 13 August 1765. 


d. This sale was not proved until 03 May 1863. There is no indication that the 
Brakes attended. 


e. 07 Sept. 1762 is the last official record of Elizabeth Cooper Brake. 


4, When did Jacob Brake leave Frederick Co. and take up residence on the South Fork? 
The exact date remains uncertain. However, the evidence presented shows Jacob was in 
Frederick County through 07 Sept. 1762. Further, exhaustive search of wills, inventories, 
estate sales, land records and court records has found no evidence Jacob was in either 
Hamphire or Augusta County prior to the time he purchased his South Fork land. Jacob 
completed his purchase of his South Fork land, 06 May 1763. 


a. Lot #1, 640 a. was originally granted to Peter REED on 07 Sept. 1749 from the 
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Lord Proprietor of the Northern Neck of Virginia. He built a grist mill known as 
Reed’s Mill. 


b. Reed sold Lot #1 to Peter HAAS, 22/23 February 1753, the mill continued to be 
known as Reed’s Mill. 


c. Peter Haas sold Lot #1, 640 a. to JACOB BRECHTEL of Hampshire County , 
Jease dated 05 May 1763, release dated 06 May 1763.. The mill then became 
known as Brake’s Mill. 

note. It is not known why Jacob Brechtel is listed as "of Hampshire Co.", 
perhaps he started a spring crop on Haas property prior to recording the 
purchase. 


5.. The Shawnees continued to attack on the South Fork until 1765. The History of 
Hampshire County, by Maxwell and Swisher, 1897, emphasizes that after a period of peace, 
hostilities were renewed in 1763 and the Shawnees continued to attack the South Fork until 
1765 when hostilities ceased.(pp.338-339) 


One un-referenced source states, "Last Indian raid in Augusta Co., 1764, Shawnees traveled 
north through the "Cow Pasture" up the South Fork, raiding and killing as they made their 
way north to go to Ohio." This reference is significant because the southern boundry line of 
Jacob Brake’s Lot #1 eventually became the boundry between Augusta and Hampshire 
County. There are in Augusta County tombstones dated 1764 indicating death by 
massacre. , 


These facts provide sufficient evidence that the Brake massacre occurred in 1763-1765, and 
not in 1756 at the Battle of the Trough (circa 24th April). The 1763-1765 time span 
provides greater support to the family tradition and historical accounts that Jacob Jr. was 
captured at the time of his mother’s massacre and lived for a period of time with the 
Shawnees. The reports that he was about 11(b. abt. 1749/50/51)when he was captured do 
not fit the massacre date of 1756. Also, his sister , Elizabeth Brake, is documented as being 
born 22 Feb . 1757, which would mean that she was conceived shortly after the Battle of 
the Trough, probably towards the end of May 1756. It is highly unlikely that Jacob would 
remarry immediately after the massacre of his wife. 


George W. Jackson in a letter to his niece(probably the daughter of Edward Brake Jackson) 
stated that "John and Elizabeth Cummins Jackson emigrated and settled in Calvert Cy. 
Md 1754 and that Jacob Brake, the father of my mother(Elizabeth) immigrated with his 
family of five children at a later period from Germany, but priorto the Revolutionary War 
and settled in Hardy Cy 15 miles from Moorfield." 
note: In his statement, George W. Jackson, has confused the generations. It was his 
great grandfather, Jacob Brake who immigrated from Germany, with his 
wife, Mary Margaret, and five children, Martin, Elizabeth, Catherine, 
Margaret and Jacob. They settled on Cedar Creek, Frederick Co. VA. 
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This son, Jacob (1725/30-1809), also an immigrant, was the father 
of Elizabeth(Brake) Jackson and eventually settled in Hardy Co. (W)VA, 
15 miles south of Moorefield. 


Ina letter dated May 17, 1867, Buckhannon, West Virginia, from Mrs. Laura Jackson 
Arnold to George Jackson, Laura discusses a letter she received from Abram W. Brake ,a 
grandson of Jacob Brake(1725/30-1809). 


Abram states, " George Jackson, (your grandfather) was the oldest son of John 
Jackson Sr." 
note: This statement is incorrect. George Jackson was the oldest, but he was not 
Laura’s grandfather. Laura was the daughter of Jonathan,, the s/o Edward 
and Mary (Haddan) Jackson. 
"Your grandmother was Elizabeth Brake, daughter of Jacob Brake, who was a native of 
Germany." 
note: Elizabeth was the daughter of Jacob, but she was not Laura’s grandmother. 
Laura had a step-grandmother, Elizabeth Brake Jackson, who was the 
daughter of John Brake , a brother of the above Elizabeth. If Abram W. 
Brake was confused about this, then he possibly was confused about his 
next statement. 
" He(Jacob Brake) married a Miss Nyeswanan for his first wife, and after she had six 
children, she was killed by the Indians on the South Branch where they had always lived." 
note: Could Abram have confused Elizabeth (Cooper) Brake with her sister 
Magdalena(Cooper) Nieswanger? When trying to recall his grandmother's 
maiden surname could he have inadvertently recalled the married surname of 
his grandmother’s sister? Thus, Miss Nyeswanan became known as the wife 
of Jacob Brake! 
" Jacob Brake, her husband, some years after her death married Miss Catherine Stump, of 
the same place, also a German. He died at an old age at the homestead. " 


Assuming Abram’s last statement is correct, and there is evidence that it is, then there is no 
basis for the theory that the "Old Baron left the country, never to return" after the Tory 
uprising in 1781, as stated by numerous historians. 
1. The Tory Uprising or the Brake/Claypool Rebellion took place over a period of 
several months. Virginia Revolution Pension Applications, Vol, 37 p. 35-36, 
Fisher, Jacob #815120,...0n April 1781 marched against the Tories in the 
western part of Hampshire Co. which tour ended July 1781. Engaged in 
skirmish with Tories, near Brakes in Hampshire, now Hardy Co.

Virginia governor, Thomas Nelson. 


Prior to the Brake-Claypool Rebellion, Jacob Brake married Catherine Stump 
(1742-1816), d/o Michael Stump and Anna Catherine Neff. The earliest 
document referencing Catherine Brake is: Early Records of Hampshire Co. 8-9 


May 1775 and Hardy Co, Deed Book pg 102-103--i.e. Jacob Brake and his wife 
Catherine sold 200a on the mountain to John Wolfe. 


Following the Rebellion, Jacob returned to his primary interests: his mill, his distillery, his 
land. He continued to acquire land. Examples are: 


a. Northern Neck Land Records, U-409/410; Land Office Treasury 
warrant #8363; and Hampshire Co. Bk:8 p:467, 02 Apr. 1782, Jacob Brak, 
assignee of Christian Simmons, received 134 in Hampshire co. Surveyed 
16 Apr. 1784. Signed by Governor Beverly Randolph 29 Oct 1789. 


b. Northern Neck Land Records, w-302, pg 356-357, and Land Office 
Treasury Warrant # 19325. Issued 16 Sept 1783, surveyed 31 August 1793, 
recorded 21 Nov. 1793, 114 a..no agent..... Hardy Co., Brake, Jacob, 114a 
adjoining his own land 1 and extending up Reed’s Run toward 
Cacapehon Mountain and on the eastside of the South Fork of the So. 
Branch of Potomack River. 


In the fall of 1807, approximately two years before his death, Jacob and Catherine deeded 
the homestead property to their only documented son. Hardy Co, Deed Book 6, pg. 56-58, 
Jacob and Catherine Brake, 13 Oct. 1807, deeded 640 a (Lot #1), which was originally 
purchased from Peter Haas, plus an additional 114 a, to Michael Brake. 


Jacob Brake died in late 1808 or early 1809. An itemized sale bill of his personal 
property was recorded in Hardy Co. 10 Feb. 1809. 


Catherine Brake’s will, which again documents she was the wife of Jacob Brake, 
was proven in Hardy Co. VA., 10 April 1816. She left everything to her son, 
Michael. 


There you have it, the facts as they are known today. Readers, you decide, where was 
Jacob Brake in 1756 , who were his wives, and where did he die?
